Bpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, October 2.—Special prominence 
is given in this morning’s Morning Post to an 
article which is undoubtedly a declaration of 
policy of the highest importance, The Post is 
Churchill’s organ. This article has a)most 
certainly some connection with Chamberlain’s 
recent visit to the Foreign Office. The sub- 
stance is an urgent appeal to Bismarck to 
keep peace by supporting Austria against 
Russia, coupled with a promise 
that he elects to take this 
courses, he may be certain of 
the firm adhesion and loyal co-operation of 
England.’ The Post declares that England 
will not take the lead in the new European 
difficulty, ‘‘first, because we have domestic 
matters ofthe first importance on hand; sec- 
ond, because the aim of our Government is to 
maintain their alliance in Parliament with the 
Unionist-Liberals; in other words, foreign 
policy of the Conservative Government, like 
the domestic, has to be indorsed at every 
point by the Unionists.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 2.—Commis- 
sioner Colman of the Department of Agricul- 
ture to-day received the following communi- 
cation from the Chief Inspector of Stock of 
Canada, touching the condition of Canadian 
cattle:

Hon. Norman J. Colman, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, Washington, D. C.: 


Str—I notice by newspaper reports that the 
question of placing an embargo on cattle en- 
tering the United States from Canada is being 
discussed. Knowing, asI do, that Oanada is 
entirely free from p euro- pneumonia, or any 
other contagious disease of cattle, and that 
every thing that was capable gf carrying the 
disease from contact with infected animals in 
quarantine has been destroyed by burning, 
includin th cattle, sheds, fences, 
feed, ciothin ng and bags, as well as Manure,no 
trace of the disease can possibly have escaped 
outside, and since its discovery no animals 
have been permitted to leave the quarantine, 

nor will eT be as long as there is the 
least possible danger. I am _ glad to 
learh from Dr. Salmon that he intends visiting 
the quarantine with me on the 10th of Oc- 

tober, when I will give him every opportunity 
of judging of our system. Inthis connection 
may I suggest that it might satisfy the 
cattlemen of the United States if you were to 
send a qualified veterinarian to remain at 
Quebec cattie quarantine permanently or for 
some months, to whom we would cive every 
facil'ty for pow tne the condition of the 
health of animals in quarantine and inthe 
Dominion generally, as much so asifhe were 
one of our own inspectors.

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THE SPOILS DOCTRINE: 

It is to be regretted that the President’s 
effort to carry out his civil-service-reform 
promises have been so awkward and so 
unsatisfactory to his party. The masses 
of that party were and still are well dis- 
posed towards a genuine civil-service re- 
form. They are tired of seeing the public 
service degraded to the uses of @ mere 
party machine. They want nooffice-hold- 
ing bosses with their paid retainers packing 
primaries and controlling conventions on 
either side. They want the Federal offices 
below a certain grade administered ona 
business basis and kept out of politics, in- 
stead of being made agencies of political 
corruption and the prizes of boss rule with 
sweeping changes at every election. 

But such desires have been baffled and 
discouraged by the mugwumpery which 
has kept a preponderance of Republicans 
in office under a Democratic Administra- 
tion, and which has, in making too few 
removals, put far too many Democrats in 
office who are without honor in their own 
party and of the same type as the worst 
class of old Republican partisans in office. ’ 
Anditis this disappointment which en- 
courages so many Democratic leaders to 
unfurl again the old Marcy flag with 
its ‘‘clean sweep’’ legend, ‘‘To the vic- 
tors belong the spoils.’”? That seems to be 
the only issue between WILLS and Ca- 
RUTH, two Democrats who are rival can- 
didates for Congress in Louisville. ‘‘I 
am opposed to the idea of civil-service 
reform,’’ says Mr. CarutH. “I believe 
the offices should be kept as the rewards 
of party service.’’

longer be trifled with. If it is the 
Missouri idea that every office-holder 
must earn his pay by leaving his post of 
| duty to work for party, we shall not only 
have State Judges fighting for party and 
begging for more offices from the bench, 
but Federal Judges doing the same thing, 
and elections controlled altogether by 
powerful and corrupt combinations of the 
office-holding class, wielding all the 
powers of Government against the people 
at the ballot-box, and intent only on keep- 
ing themselves in power regardless of the

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BISMARCK AS PEACEMAKER, 

BISMARCK needs no assurance from the 
London press that he will have the loyal 
co-operation of England if he chooses to 
support Austria’s position on the Balkan 
question as defined in Tisza’s speech. A 
brief telegram from BISMARCK to DE 
GIERS, announcing Germany’s support of 
Austria, would check the Russian ad- 
vance upon Constantinople when a dec- 
laration of war by England, Austria and 
Turkey would not. 

Russia recognizes the fact that the con- 
sent or neutrality of Germany must be 
had before Russia can grasp any territory 
or create any situation which she can use 
as the key to the realization of her cher- 
ished Pan-Slavic policy. That is whatthe 
Czars have all labored, waited and 
maneuvered for. That is why the 
Czars. are of German blood and 
Germans are so prominent in Rus- 
sian affairs. But royal kinship and 
the expedients of state oraft have no 
more Russiavized Germany than they 
have Germanized Russia. The German 
race instinctively recognizes and cherishes 
its mission as the bulwark between the 
civilization of Europe and the Asiatio 
reaction which is incarnate in Russia. 
The German from the Baltic to the Danube 
is as jealous of Slav influence or power in 
Europe as the Magyar in Hungary. 
Roumania, Bulgaria and other Slavic 
countries may be detached from Turkey 
with the consent of Germany, but not to 
be attached to Russia or to become mere 
puppets of Pan-Slavism. So there is no 
doubt that Tisza uttered the sentiments of 
both the German and the Magyar races in 
declaring that Austria would resist the 
authority Russia is seeking to acquire 
over the Slavic autonomies of the former 
Ottoman Empire. ; 

But it does not follow that Bismarck 
will be in a hurry to interpose the word 
which he knows he can utter with effeot 
atany time. He may have some other 
point to gain by leaving England and 
Austria to pull their own chestnuts out of

FOREIGN NOTES. 


Onze of the most stupendous engineering 
achievements of the world’s history has just 
been completed in England by the opening of 
the Severn Tunnel for goods traffic on the 
Great Western Railway. The building has oc- 
cupied fourteen years of continuous and ardu- 
ous labor, under the direction of Sir John 
Hawkshawe, the work being only completed 
in the face of almost incredible diffi- 
culties. The actual bore is nearly feur and a 
halt miles in length, half that distance being 
under the estuary of the Severn. Seventy- 
five million bricks have been used to line this 
giant bore. Fourtimes have the works been 
flooded by the sea and by land springs, and 
over the middie of the tunnel during the 
highest tides there is more than i50 feet of 
water. Divers have had to be employed only 
less frequently than navvies, and it was found 
necessary to build a wall fifteén feet thick to 
protect the workings from theland water on 
the Gloucestershire side. It has been found 
advisable to erect duplicate pumps capable of 
discharging considerably more than 1,000,000 
gallons of water per hour. 


THE Queen of England has spent along life 
in doing good, but just now she is busily en- 
gagedin doing mischief. Not satistied with 
dispatching Prince Henry of Battenberg off 
post-haste to Bickenbach to meet his brother 
immediately on the latter’s arrivai, she very 
unwisely requested Prince Alexander to re- 
turn with his brother on a visit to her at Bal- 
moral. This extraordinary proof of interest 
in the Prince’s fortunes cannot fail to excite 
resentment both at Berlin and at St. Peters- 
burg. The Prince of Wales is greatly annoyed 
at the proceeding, and both Lord Salisbury 
and Lord Iddesleigh have begged the Queen 
to defer receiving the Prince at the English 
court until thegpresent excitement and irrita- 
tion abroad haveabated. The Princess of Wales 
is also much displeased at her unexpected 
‘frecall’’ from Denmark (where she has been 
making a pleasant visit to her relatives) simply 
on account of the Queen’s desire that H. R. H. 
should be present on the visit of the ex-Prince 
of Bulgaria to the English court, 


THE land difficulty in Wales has assumed an 
awkward complexion the difivulty not being 
with the ‘‘rint’’ but with thetithes. Land 
owners in Wales are very reasonable in re- 
ducing their demands promptly enough, as 
soon as it becomes evident that the hard 
times inake high rents unadvisable. Tha 
farmers now claim that the tithe-owners 
should do the same, The tithe- payers are com- 
bining to resista demand which they consider 
unjust and are placing all the difficulties they 
can, in the way of the tithe owner, when he 
seeks to avail himseit of the only remedy pro- 
vided for nim by the existing law—the power 
of distress. The anti-tithe agitation is spread- 
ing rapidly and taking an organized form. It 
is a bad business for all parties concerned. 
Parish is joining hand with parish to concert 
measures of resistance. 


SvuIcrpE in France is increasing with aston- 
ishing rapidity. The report on the adminis- 
tration of criminal justice in France for the 
year 1884, which lias just been issued by the 
Department of Justice, shows that the annual 
average of suicides in the five years ending 
1885 was 3,639; it then progressively rose in the 
following quinquennial periods to 4,002, 
4,661, 4,990, 65,276 and 6,259 in the 
five years 1876 to 1880. During the 
last five, it has steadily and consistently 
increased in much the same proportion until 
in 1884 the number aggregated 7,627. The pro- 
portion per 100,000 inhdbitante has doubled 
itself from 10 to 20 in thirty years. The 
report makes no attempt to account for this 
greater prevalence of despondency that drives 
individuals to self-destruction. Four-fifths of 
the cases were by men, and the tendency to 
commit suicide appears to increase with age, 
which is natural enough. Men engaged in 
agricultural pursuits afford the largest pro- 
portion of victims.

The pacific character and enormous 
muscular strength of these islanders caused 
one of the chief islands to be much troubled a 
few years ago by the incursions of Peruvian 
slave traders, resulting in the almost complete 
extermination of the inhabitants. The soil is 
sandy and produces very little vegetation but 
the cocoanut and kindred trees. Thereisa 
legend current amongst the inhabitants that 
the islands were once formed by a man who 
went about on the ocean with a basket of sand 
on his back, and wherever some sand ran out 
an island sprang up. Missionary enterprise 
has béen very successful on these isles.

A TERRIBLE POWDER EXPLOSION, 
Ind.—A 


Two Men Killed at Bringhurst, 


Narrow Escape. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., October 2.—A horrible and 
fatal explosion occurred at Bringhurst, a 
village of 300 inhabitants, situated on the Lo- 
gansport & Terre Haute division of the Van- 
dalia Railroad, in Carroll County, yesterday. 
Aman named Britton came to the store of 
Shanklin & Kearns for some powder. Mr. 
Kearns, with alighted cigar in his mouth, 
poured out the powder from a large can into 
the scales. In setting down the can the 
cigar was knocked from his mouth into the 
can of powder, which exploded with great 
violence, tearing out the front part of the 
building and scattering the goods into the 
street. It wasafearful wreck. Mr. Kearns’ 
arm was broken in two places: his shoulders 
were dislocated, and his lread and face burned 
in a frightful manner. He died in afew bours, 
after intense suffering. Britton had both arms 
vroken and was terribly burned. His injuries 
are fatal. Shelving fell upon Mr. Shanklinand 
seriously injured him. A boy was burned, 
but mot fatally hurt. Kearns was about 50 
years old and leaves a wife and eight-children. 


A Narrow Escape. 

CHICAGO, October 2.—A number of very nar- 
row escapes from death by fire occurred at 
No. 90 East Chicago avenue early this morn- 
ing. The building is a two-story fraine owned 
by John Johnson and occupied in the base- 
ment by Miss Julia Hogan asa restaurant; first 
floor by a saloon, kept by Roose & Steubery, 
and the second floor by Jobn Johnson and 
family. Officer Moore saw the flames leaping 
from the rear of the building, turned in the 


alarm and then ran to the scene to arouse the 
inmates. He rushed to Johnson’s rooms and 
seized two of the children. who were in a back 
room, and were nearly suffocated. In comin 
down stairs he feli and injured his left — 
and arin, but the children were not injured. 
Mrs. Johnson caught up the baby and escaped 
in her night dress, followed by her sister and 
husband. In Miss Hogan’s restaurant, in the 
basement, were sieeping Julia Ho- 
gan, Mary Esperson, Helen Larsel 
and Louise  WNorin. The last named, 
the cook, was aroused by the heut and smoke 
which came from the kitehen. She called the 
proprietress, and they tried to gather some 
valuables, but the flames spread so rapidly 
that a retreat was necessary. Miss Hogan was 
compelled to run through the flames, and her 
artis were severely burned in attempting to 
suve-a dress, in the pocket of which waa $56. 
The damage to the building was slight.

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THE RICHMOND CONVENTION, 


Changes in the Government of the Knights 
of Labor to Be Made. 

CHICAGO, October 2.—The final detachment 
of delegates tothe Richmond Convention of 
the Knights of Labor, numbering fifty, will 
leave to-day. Of these, Minnesota will fur- 
nish fifteen, Wisconsin twenty-two, Iowa 
eight, and Lilincis the remainder. The senti- 
mentamong the delegates who had arrived 
in town last night was that the present system 
of government in the order would 
be materially ajtered. It was believed 
that the districts would either be done 
away with entirely or subordinated in a large 
degree to the State assemblies if allowed to re- 
main. The order has within the tast year so 
completely outgrown its old system that a 
change of some sort Was deemed absolutely 
necessary. The proposed change will greatly 
lessen the importance of the district assem- 
blies, and in cases like District Assembly No. 
49 in New York City, wherea yreat socialistic 
machine has been built up, it will tend to 
take away mostof their power. It was also 
ciaimed that another Martin Irons strike will 
be impossible under the new system, and that 
matter will gointo the bands of the State As- 
sembly or its executive board at once and not 
be left in the control of a few hot heads in the 
executive board of the District Assembly di- 
rectly interested. 

‘‘I do notexpect to see the same growth 
next year us last,’’ said one of the delegates 
when questioned about it, ‘‘for it seems to me 
that the order is now suffering a reaction from 
that very boom, andI rather expect to seca 
falling away in our numbers for the next 
twelve months. It will dous no harm. We 
havé an élement which flocks to everything 
new, and finding that it will not bring about 
heaven at once naturally fall outof line. We 
have now all we can do to take care of those in 
the ranks, and 1 guess we will be better off if 
we don’t have any more until we make good 
Knights of those we have.’’

THE CYCLERS’ SUCCESS. 


LAST NIGHT’S PARADE OF THE WHEELMEN 
MAKES A HIT. 


A Line One Mile Leng of Gaily Decorated 
Wheels and Riders—Striking Designs and 
Costumes—The Public Surprised by the 
Brilliant Display—A New Feature of the 
Carnival Season. 


No parade that has been bornof St. Louis 
enterprise and progress has re- 
ceived more praise from the pop- 
ulace than was showered upon the 
wheelmen last night by the immense throngs 
that crowded the streets in dense musses. The 
applause they won was an evidence not 
only that their efforts to glorify the city 
were appreciated, but also that after 
everything has been said the wheel and its 
devotees enjoy a good share of popularity. 
This was allthe more a surprise because in 
the Natatorium. before the parade started, 
several bystanders filled the boys’ ears full of 


such opinions as that voiced by a policeman, 
who said: ‘‘Oh, the parade will have clear 
streets. You see the nights are so chilly and 
there is such a prejudice against bicycling 
that there won’t be much of a crowd on 
hand.’’ When the line started, though, 
the wheelmeén found thatthe prejudice had 
disappeared, and they were not loth to 
hope that in the good-natured raillery and the 
loud applause they heard the 
death-knell of the much talked 
about prejudice. For about two hours 
they were the heroes of the night, and that 
they earned the distinction by their beautiful 
display, no one doubted. 
GETTING READY. 

The fancifully costumed squads were decked 
out at the Natatorium which was the scene of 
bustle and excitemenf as the hour for 
sturting drew neur. Every member, 
however, was promptly on hand and by 7:45 
near! all the preparations were com- 
pleted. The various divisions took 
places on the streets bordéring on Nine- 
teenth and Pine, the front being as far 
west as Jefferson avenue. Aft the signal the 
riders pushed their gaily decorated wheels 
on to the asphalt and at the command 
mounted, and fell into line to the accom- 
animent of music. The police 
ad not looked for such throngs 
of spectators and very naturally it was diffi- 
cult to get the line under way and moving 
smoothly. As the various flambeau squads 
reached the asphalt they set off their red 
torches which threw their beautiful color 
over houses and trees and spectators. 
By the time the line was fairly 
moving the new moon had set and the dark 
sky afforded a beautiful background for tne 
rich light. As each squad formed at its place, 
ready to enter the line, the crowd, catching a 
sivht even of the pet dark designs, imagined 
what the beauty would be, broke intoa mur- 
mur of applause which swelied into arour of 
admiration as, atfthe signal to light, every 
candle brought out the coiors of the different 
lanterns, and threw the shining wheels into 
glittering relief. 

It was a few minutes after 8 when the wheels 
of the entire line begantoroll. Thenas each 
division and squad came along in rapid suc- 
cession the variety und maxnificence of the 
parade fairly bewildered the people. No 
sooner had the mounted policé and band wag. 
on pussed than the beauties of the parade be- 
gan to appear with the Flambeau 
Battalion of the Missouri Bieycle 
Club, whieh cortyene red torches 
acted as the escort for the club propér, which, 
under Capt. : Brewster turned out 
nearly sixty strony with bicycies and. tricyles 
decorated profusely, and represénting various 
designs, suchas steamships, yachts, etc. The 
club having a number. of tricyclists, 
thus secured some of the prettiest effects, 
Mr. A. Mooré Berry, Dr. H. H. Keith and 
Messrs. George F. Baker and Dr. A. P. Cooke 
rigging out their three-wheclers with scores 
of ianterns.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Cattle in New Jersey Affected by the Disease 
—Dakota’s Quarantine. 


VERONA, N. J., October 2.—Nine cases of 
pleuro-pneumonia have been discovered 
among the cattle on the tarm of Wm. Chase. 
Two cows have died, three are dying and three 


more were taken sick yesterday. When the 
disease was first discovered two days ago no- 
tice was sent to Dr. Wm. Lowe, the State Vet- 
erinarian, who made an inspection of the cat- 
tle. He became satisfied that the disease was 
pleuro-pneumonia, and placed tle tarm under 
quarantine. ‘The farin is surrounded by other 
1arms on which there are droves of cattle, a 
large supply of milk being sent to New York. 


Dakota’s Quarantine. 


BISMARCK, Dak., October 2.—Gov. Pierce 
has issued a proclamation forbidding the im- 
portation into the territory of cattle from 


Chicago not accompanied by a certificate of 
health from the office of the Lliinois State 
Veterinarian, or United States Inspector.

She had seen the defendant but once ~ er that was 
outside of Iwimonico’s. Witness admitted thacéhe 
vad been charged with adultery with Lord Lonsdale, 
but thatthe suit bad been withdrawn. She refu 

to answer further questions on that subject. 

Lord Lunsdale then testified that he was 31 years of 
age and married: that he was Miss Cameron's mana- 
ger;saw the prisoner on September 29. when he 
him where he should send a 
letter to Miss Cameron _ that he had 
written. “— told him,*’ said the wit- 
ness, **that it was better to send It trougfi ber solic- 
iter, as it was asking for money. 1 eske! him If he 
remewbered teiling his solicitor that hé *»uld-keep 
away trom Miss Cameron if she came to this country 
When the case against him in Londor was adjourned 
he distinctly ag. eed to keep away from her.I told him 
that to velp him I had placed mvself in a false 
position. Now toadd injury. he demands iny ald to 
get £1.500 from his wife. He threatened that unless 
the money was given before next Monday he would 
ether kill ber or shoot ber so that she would be pre- 
vented from making alivelihood. I told him thatl 
did not care to talk with him any further.*’ 

‘Were you a co-respondent in an action for divorce 
brought > oy: Miss Cameron by her husband?’ 

‘*‘] ma ve been,’’ : 

**fon't vou know?" 

‘‘No; 1 bave badso much trouble withhim. Miss 
Cameron brought sultfor divorce from him on the 
ground of cruel and inhuman treatment. She secured 
possession of her child under a decree of court. The 
child ts now with ber mother. *’ 

*+Now, vou seem to have met him since a came to 
this country. Why did 50a not avoid him?” 

**Because ofhis threats; I wanted w show the 
public ti.at I was not afraid.’ 

In answer to questions witness further testified that 
he was married; that he corresponded with his wife 
but did not know where she was, a8 she had severa 
houses in the country, and his letters were forwarded ; 
that he met Miss Cameron about a year ago, and came 
to know het about well six months ago, when her hus- 
band asked witness to become trusiee for her child ;was 
friendly with Debensaude till he tried to cut his 
wife’s throatat Porto Belle. 

**Did you otter him yee here?’’

This concluded the lord's testimony.

Curiosities and Contradictions of Transpor- 
tation Rates. 


From the Chicago Times. 

A foreign commercial paper is authority for 
the statement that a steamship company has 
paid during the past summer 2 cents pér 
bushel for tne privilege of carrying wheat in 
bags from Baltimore to Liverpool. A Gias- 


g@ow paper states that Seotch ecranite is now 
sent from that city to London by the way of 
New York. It is presumed that both the 
wheat and granite are used as ballast. A 
paper devoted to sheep husbandry states 
thatthe wool raised in Southern Australia 
was taken from Adelaide to San Francisco by 
steamer, carried to New York by rail, fre- 
shipped and laid down in London for a less 
sum than wool was carried from New Mexico 
to Philadelphia. The sheep raisers of Utah, 
anable to obtain reasonable rates for sending 
their wool to Eastern tnarkets, paid the local 
rates on it from Ozden to San Francisco, and 
then sent it to New York. By having it in San 
Francisco they were able te tuke advantage of 
the rates made in orderto secure the trans- 
portation of wool produced in Aus 
tralia and New Zealand. v 

butter markets complain that 
being ruined by the cheap rates made by _ 
way companies to secure the carrying of lowa 
dairy products. They state that butter is car- 
ried from Des Moines to Boston cheaper than 
from Montpelier to Boston. Ata recent meet- 
ing ofthe Northwestern Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion the proprietor of a Wisconsin cheese fac- 
tory stated that he could send his products to 
Liverpool by the way of Quebec cheaper than 
he could get them transported to St. Paul. It 
is reported that salmon canned at the 
mout of the Columbia River is carried 
to England for haif the sum demanded 
for taking it to the eéustern portion of 
the State of Oregon. Farmers livins less than 
a hundred miles cast of London complain that 
it costs more to send their wheatto that city 
than it doesto send it from America. An 
adage that has lived throuuhthe centuries, 

probably on account of its apparent ab- 

surdity, informs us that ‘‘the longest way 
round is the nearest way home.’’ If the 
longest way is not the nearest one, it may be, 
and oftenis, the cheapest one. During the 
past season Chicago and Milwaukee brewers 

have been using large quantities of barley 
raised in California and Utah. With two rail- 
1oads having no very large amount of freight 
to transport it would be reasonable to suppose 
that it would be brought by cars. Buta very 
large proportion of it has been brought by 
water. It was taken from San Francisco to 
the Isthmus of Panama by boat, transported 
across the Isthmas by rail, reshipped to New 
York, forwarded to Buffa'o by canal boat 

and there sent to Milwaukee 
on vessels. The entire cost of trasporta- 
tion was 48 cents per ]00 poands 
which was about 40 per cent less than the rail- 
way rates before the recent reduction. Dur- 
ing a considerable part of last summer it cost 
less to ride from CUnhicazo to San Francisco 
than to go half way across the State of UCall- 
fornia. During the same period persons liv- 
ing 100 miles west or north of Chicago and 
wishing to visit St. Paul paid their fare to this 
city, bought tickets to the capital of Minne- 
sota, and rode back over the road on which 
they came. 


The Tithes in Wales. 


From the Chicago News. 

The Welsh farmers object to the payment of 
tithes to the Church oi England, and serions 
trouble isexpected. Theoretically every man 
in Eugland and Walesis atmember of the es- 
tablished church, butin fact such a supposl- 
tion is very far fromthe truth. It is estimated 
thatin 1883 the population of England and 
Wales actually claiming membership 
with the Church «f England was IJ,- 
500,000 leaving about 12,500,000 claiming 
membership with other churches. The pro- 
portion of persons who are not members of 
the established church is far greater in 
Wales thanin England; probably not more 
than one-fourth of the Welsh people are 
adherents, while all except the Roman 
Cathotics are forced to contribute to its sup- 
port. Itisa little singuiar that the revenues 
of the established church in England and 
Wales are not accurately known, but from 
all sources they are estimated at $40,000,000 an- 
nually. It is equally uncertain what portion of 
this is paid by the people of Wales, their share 
being made ap from tithes, lands, charch 
rates, pew rents, Easter offerings and surpliee 
fees. Formerly tithes were paid in kind, dat 
in 1851 they were converted into rent charges, 
payable in money.

not pay them, and their cattie and personal 
property were seized and are to be sold to 
satisfy their duestothe church. The Weish 
are a rugged, simple, honest people, with 
the spirit that aliwaysis to be found in the 
peasantry of @ mountainons country.

BOTH OF M’CHESNEY’S ATTORNEYS CANDI- 
DATES FOR CRIMINAL JUDGE. 


Jos. P. Vastine, the Republican Nominee, Mc- 
Chesney’s Bondsman—A Scathing Review 
of His Professional Conduct in the Circuit 
Court—L. B. Valliant, McChesney’s Other 
Attorney, a Candidate For the Democratic 
Nomination—What the Criminal Judge

Joseph P. Vastine is a candidate on the Re- 
publican ticket for Judge of the Criminal 
Court, and in the acceptance of the honors 
conferred upon him by Thursday’s conven- 
tion has authorized the fullest an- 
swer to the question, ‘‘Is this Mr.

The case in which Judge 
Holmes was appointed referee was a suit 
brought by John Johnson against Emile 
Thomas and others to havea fraudulent re- 
lease of a deed of trust set aside. 
property involved was 
farm which was deeded 
1871, to Leonard Matthews, trustee for Thos. 
E Tutt, for $6,000. The property was sold, 
subsequently, and W. H. Maurice undertook 
the original deed of trust. Two additional 
deeds were executed. Subsequently it 
was desired to secure a_ release of 
claims on some of the property without 
satisfying the claims in the regular way. It 
was at this point Joseph P. Vastine’s connec- 
tion, so scathingly criticised in the report, 
began. Heinduced afriend and client, John 
P. Mallally, the livery man, to purchase the 
securities December 12, 1873, for the amount 
and the interest due on the representation 
thatit wasa good investment. Mullally un- 
derstood that he wasto get sixty-two acres as 
security for $6,100 which he had paid out, but 
on examining the papers found he had ninety 
acres on the plat, but Vastine and W. H. Mau- 
rice explained that certain portions were re- 
leased or were to be released. 

VASTINE’S CONDUCT. 

The report of the referee says: ‘‘It appears 
that on the same day or not later than the day 
after Vastine came to his (Mullally’s) place of 
business to get the papersfor the purpose 
of “ve tangy | these lots released, and that 
Mullally being under the impressi0n that 
he had got a_ security only on sixty- 
two acres of land, put the papers in his 
hands, trusting Vastineto make it all right 
and safe for him. That Mullally was not asked 
to execute any written release of any part of 
the property he had acquired, and gave no 
special authority to any one to execute are- 
lease in his name. That Vastine took the 
papers to his office and there met Tarleton 
Brewster, and placing the deed of trust 
and notes in his hand for five min- 
utes or so, and telling him that he wanted 
him to sign the release which he had drawn 
up, and that having the notesin his hand he 
was prime facie the holder of them and could 
sign the release, induced Brewster to sign the 
paper; and that Vustine then received back 
the papers and went with them and the re- 
lease to Leonard Matthews, the trustee, and 
showing him the papers and explaining what 
he wanted, in answer to his questions, in- 
duced Matthews also to execute the release 
and place itin his hands, and that he went 
immediately onthe same day and filed it for 
record inthe Recorder’s office. It does not 
appear that either Lake or any of his assigns, 
except Maurice, or any of the purchasers and 
owners of the lots under Maurice requested 
this release to be procured, or knew anything 
about it until some time afterward.’’ 

Concerning this transaction Jos. P. Vastine 
testified a llows, under oath: 

‘‘] knew *Tarieton Brewster. He is dead. 
He signed that release at my request. I turned 
the note overto him, and told him that as he 
was the bolder of the note be was prima facie 
the owner of it, and it would be a matter of 
convenience to me and Mullally if he would 
sign the release. After that explanation he 
signed it. This transaction was at my office.’’ 

‘‘How long was the note in LBrewster’s 
hands?’’ 

‘*‘A very little while, not more than five 
minutes.’’ 

‘*‘] returned the notes and deed of trust to 
Mr. Mullally. Ileft the release at the office of 
the Recorder of Deeds, and paid him $1 for re- 
cording.’’ 

In concluding his opinion of this legal busi- 
ness conducted by Mr. Vastine, Judge Holmes 
says: 

‘*The release must be deemed to have been 
executed without any competent legal author- 
itv; and 1am clearly of opinion that it was ob- 
tained by false and fraudulent representations 
and should be declared a nullity on the 
ground of fraud.’’ 

And so Mr. Joseph P. Vastine is recorded in 
the files of the Circuit Court. 

VASTINE AND M’CHESNEY. 

The convention orators waxed eloquent 
over the fitness of Josepn P. Vastine for the 
criminal bench. Besides his integrity, his 
eminentability was presented. Every word 
of praise of his competency dia duty at the 
convention. The facts, however, scarcely 
bear out these flattering speeches. The first, 
last and only appearance of Joseph 

: Vastine at the criminal bar 
that the lawyers and officials can 
recall was as attorney for Warren F. McChes- 
ney, who was tried and convicted ona charge 
of fraud. His interest was more than pro- 
fessional. Besides being attorney he was also 
bondsman. The ties between the lawyer and 
his distinguished client seemed particularly 
close. While Col. Tom Thoroughman, asso- 
ciate counsel, was spinning yarns in the 
Circuit Attorney’s office during the recesses 
Messrs. Jos. P. Vastine and L. B. Valliant 
were in close confab with the mysterious ma- 
nipulator, who, through the exertions of the 
Law and Order League, was landed in the de- 
fendant’schair. Mr. Joseph G. Lodge, the 
leading counsel for the Law and Order League, 
made a relentless prosecution against McChes- 
ney. In remembrance of this

7 THE GROUNDS. 

The Fair Grounds have not undergone any 
x tended renovation or improvement this 
year, save in the erection of the club-house 
and other additions to the race-track and its 
surroundings. There was very little if any 
room for improvement. The houses. which 
contain the zoological collection are 
handsome and substantial, the exhibition 
buildings are well adapted to their purpose 
and the roads are in as perfect condition as 
could be wished. At present the trees are 
shedding their leaves, but the grass is green 
and the smooth-shaven lawns dotted here 
‘and there with beds of flowers present an in- 
vyiting appearance. A week hence when 
400,000 feet thave passed over them 
they will not be so pretty. The 
flower bed will blossom out in the 
unaccustomed sausage and the trailof the 
lunch basket will be overitall.
